She said she did not 
know the second Mrs. Cole, but had cor- 
responded with her. She declined to say 
whether she informed Mrs. Marie Jones 
Cole of Cole's previous marriage. 

In a statement to the police protesting 
his innocence, Cole declared he had livea 
for three years with a woman in St. 
Clair who was known as Mrs. Maud D. 
Cole. He was not married to her, he

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ACTOR IN MOVIES 


OF CAM JACKSON 
SUES THE TIMES 


Harry B. Hubbell Contends $185 
Is Due Him for Work on 
Uncompleted Film. 


GIRL AMATEURS IN CAST 


Alleged That Joker in $25-a-Day 
Contract Limited Their Earn- 
ings to About $1 Daily. 


‘How St. Louisans cf the present gen- 
eration were deprived of the privilege 
of seeing a moving picture reproduction 
of the capture of tne famous Confeder- 
ete Camp Jackson will be revealed in 
the trial of the suit uf Harry B. Hub- 
bell of 4603 McMillan avenue, amateur 


actor and author of war dramas, 
against the St? Louis Times. 

Hubbell has filed suit to collect $1Sf 
from the Times on the allegation that 
the newspaper failed to pay him for 
Services he had performed in the pro- 
duction of a part of the uncompleted 
film. The Camp Jackson scenario was 
the work of Joseph Ignatius Finnegan, 
author of ‘‘The Life of Battling Nelson’ 
and other notables in the sport world. 
Camp Jackson, the rendezvous of tha 
Confederates of St. Louis and Missouri, 
Was captured early in the Civil War by 
the Union forces. ‘She old camp' was 
located between Grand and Garrison 
avenuer, Olive and Market streets. 

Hubbell to Be “Capt. Sigel.” 

Although Southern born, Hubbell was 
engaged, he says, « impersonate Capt. 
Franz Sigel, the Union officer who led 
the attack on the camp and-routed the 
Confederates from their stronghold. 
There is a fine equestrian statue of Gen. 
Sigel in Forest Park, erected in recog- 
nition of his valignt service to the 
IJnion cause. 

Hubbell alleges that he put in a month 
rehearsing for the production, and ob- 
tained the services of many skilled ama- 
teur actors, prifcipsily from the Cath- 
glic Iramatic clubs of St. Louis. Eight- 
een girls, he said, were to appear in 
the picture. These girls, he says, won 
prizes in a circulation contest of the 
Times. 

“I was engaged by Finnegan, who 
represented the St. Louis Times, to take 
a leading part in this war scenario,” 
Hubbell told a Post-Dispateh reporter 
today. “Several years ago I wrote, 
staged and produced ‘Murfreesboro, 
63," which had a considerable success 
in the South. I am familiar with put- 
ting on war plays, but there wére many 
difficulties to be overcome in staging 
the ‘“‘Capture of Camp Jackson” with 
the material I had to work with. 

“IT am casting no. reflection on the 
ability of the girls engaged for this 
production, but I do not recall that the 
moving picture stage has recruited its 
celebrities from lists of prize winners 
in newspaper circulation contests. The 
offer made by the Times in its contest 
was that the winners were to receive 
$3 a day for their services, and, of 
course, that stimulated them to great 
efforts—in getting subscribers. 

Joker in $25-a-Day Offer. 

“But when the girls appeared for work 
they found there was a joker in this 
25-a-day proposition. The moving pic- 
ture day’ was to consist of 12 hours’ 
work. But the girls were allowed to 
work only 30 minutes or an hour a day, 
being credited with that amount of time 
on their 12-hour day. In order to earn 
that $25 it was necessary for a girl who 


worked 30 minutes each day to appear’ 


on 24 different days. 

“Three of the girls were sent to Chi- 
cago with letters of introduction to the 
Essenay company. They expected to 
spring into immediate fame as movie 
actresses. Upon their arrival in Chi- 
cago they had a difficult time to find 
anybody who would receive their letters 
of introduction, and were told finally 
that the company had no arrangement 
with any St. Louis concern to receive its 
pupils. 

“When we had produced 1000 feet 
of the Camp Jackson film, George S. 
Pollard, Secretary of the Times, ap- 
peared at the studio at 2917 Olive 
street, and told us the picture would 
have to be abandoned because we 
could not get into the Arsenal. That 
was the only explanaticr I ever had. 
No uniforms had been provided for 
the captors of Camp Jackson and it 
may be that they were to have been 
borrowed from the Arsenal. 

Some Get Part of Claima. 

“Some of the actors engaged to 
help produce this film were paid 25 
per cent of their claims by the Times, 
and some got nothing. I was paid 
$50 on my account. 

“The scenario was based on a his- 
torically accurate description of the 
capture of Camp Jackson, and I 
think the picture would have made 
a hit if it had been completed.” 

Pollard, when asked about Hub- 
bell’s suit, said that Finnegan had 
entered into an agreement with the 
Times to produce. the picture for a 
certain price. He found he was un- 
able to make good, Pollard said, and 


abandoned the picture. Pollard said 


the Times thought the picture was 
a good one, and after Finnegan’s fail- 
ure to produce it, settled with some 
of the movie actors. He said the 
Times was not responsible for the 
agreements Finnegan made with 
Hubbell and others, but he thought 
Hubbell had been paid what his ser- 
vices were worth.,

OVER AMERICAN SHIPS 


Shipping Board ‘to. Announce 
Plans; American-British Joint 
Control of World’s Shipping. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Plans for 
taking over for operation all American 
ocean-going merchant ships soon will 
be announced by the Shipping Board. 

Charters will be requisitioned under 
a recent act of Congress authorizing 
the President to commandeer tonnage 


for Government uses. 

The program is preliminary to putting 
into operation an agreement between 
the American and British Governments 
for joint control of the world’s shipping. 

It will give the Shipping Board control 
of ocean freight rates charged by Amer- 
ican ships and a rate basis being worked 
cut will be used for building an inter- 
national rate schedule. 

' ‘Th: chief aim in commandeering 
charters is to get more shipe into 
transatlantic service. Many Ameri- 
can coastwise vessels and ships now 
ergaged in the Pacific and the South 
American trade will be diverted to 
transatlantic runs. Their places will 
be taken to a large extent by neu- 
trol ships and by Japanese tonnage. 

The plan is to commandeer charters 
and wherever advisable let the ship 
itself be operated by its owner under 
a Government charter. In thig way 
the Government will direct operations 
and specify services in which ships 
shall ply and at the same time avoid 
cxpenditure of the vast sum of money 
‘hat would be required if the hulls 
themsel¥es were taken over. 

Wherever operators fail to carry 
»ut the shipping board’s regulations 
charters will be taken from them and 
given to others.

PEACE EXCHANGES 
AFFECTING AUSTRIA 


Washington Hears of Probable 
Forthcoming Declarations 
of Importance.

“In War to Defeat Germany; 
Has Entered Into No Other 
Allied Discussions.’’

NEW YORK, Aug. 2.—A Washington 
dispatch to the New York Times says: 
“According to information communi- 
cated from Europe to diplomatic estab- 
lishments in Washington, exchanges are 
in progress among the allied govern- 
ments which are likely to have impor- 
tant results soon. It was hinted that 

they relate! to Austria. 

‘This fits in with the plan of a visit 
by Dr.. Michaelis, the Imperial German 
Chancellor, to Vienna, to meet Emperor 
Charles.’ In one quarter it was said 
that probably there would be declara- 
tions of a far-reaching character affect- 
ing peace in the near future. 

“In connection with these statements, 
officials of this Government made it 
plain in a most emphatic manner that, 
as one expressed it: ‘The United States 
isin the war to defeat Germany. It has 
entered into no other discussion with 
the allied nations respecting their war 
aims.’ 

“Officials declined to suggest what 
terms of peace’ would be acceptable ‘*o 
this Government or to comment on the 
various t«@rritorial changes that are re- 
ported to be the subject of conversations 
among the allied Powers. 

“In diplomatic circles the understand- 
ing prevails that Italy opposes any ne 
gotiations looking to a separate peace 
with Austria. Discussing this, an in- 
terested diplomatic officer said: ‘Italy 
cannot afford to enter a separate peace 
with Austria. That would mean, should 
Italy agreg to such a plan, one of two 
absurd things: Either that Austria 
would be willing to stop fighting and 
accept in full Italy’s large claims, or 
that Italy would sacrifice her interests 
and her policies to eliminate Austria, 
which is inconceivable. 

‘***A mistake that the allies have made 
and-that America may be making is to 
differentiate between Germany and Aus- 
tria. To Italy’s mind, there is no dif- 
ference between them. The menace to 
Italy would continue and Italy would 
lose all she has fought for and now is 
fighting for if the allies should abandon 
her and confer a clean peace on Aus- 
tria. It would be as just for Italy to 
make peace with Austria alone, leaving 


Austria free to continue fighting side by 


side with Germany against the allies. 

"The allies have succeeded thus far in 
concealing their conversations and dip- 
lomatic arrangements from the inspec- 
tion of the world, but a new phase is 
being entered since the entrance of the 
United States into the war, due prin- 
cipally to the revolution in Russia, 
which has given to the Russian people 
a voice in the conduct of their interna- 
tional affairs. It is altogether proba- 
ble that all the belligerent: powers will 
henceforth take their peoples more into 
the Government's confidence.” 


Kuaiser’s Proclamation Regarded in 
Iondon as Most Direct Bid for Peace. 

LONDON, Aug. 2.—The Kaiser's proc- 
lamation to the German people disclaim- 
ing “the empty shadow of ambition and 
scheme of conquest,’’ is regarded here 
as much the*most direct of the long 
series of peace bids that are being 
voiced in Berlin and Vienna. 

The imperial pronouncement combines, 
in the writish view, a warning to the 
German people of great-r hardships 
ahead, and an invitation to the aliies 
to indicate their peace ‘terms, assuring 
them more directly than ever before 
that Germany is willing to consider con- 
ditions which last autumn were utterly 


excluded—at the time when Germany, 


flew peace kites labeled “‘look at the 
war map.”’ 

There have been no allusions to the 
war map recently, least of all in his ut- 
terance which “he London evening pa- 
pers characterize as a whine. 

It is unquestioned in the most authen- 
tic circles in London and Paris that 
the German Government is desperately 
fearful of the consequences of a fourth 
winter of war. Austria is putting ter- 
rific pressure on Germany to make a 
peace move while important elements 
in Germany are strongly suporting 
Vienna, especially in Bavaria and 
Wuerttemburg 


The poorer working classes in all the 
German cities find living almost impos- 
sible under present conditions. They 
remember the horrors of last winter and 
fear they will be a hundred-fold worse 
this year. 


Particular weight is given to the 
Kaiser’s proclamation because Germany 
had received the great speech of For- 
eign Minister Balfour, outlining the war 
aims of the allies. The Kaiser's utter- 
ance is regarded as the direct and im- 
mediate answer to Balfour, shrewdly 
designed to appear generally acqui- 
escent, while leaving the way open for 
ample haggling. 

If the peace campaigns should result 
in placing Germany at the council board 
she would instantly spread out a de- 
mand for peace highly advantageous 
to her. The Kaiser’s words might, to- 
gether with other recent developments, 
prove a basis for initiating peace nego- 
tiations if the allies were able to ac- 
cept any German move 4s nade in good 
faith, but they are unwilling.as yet to 
do this. 

There is an intense determination io 
London and Paris to inflict such a de- 
feat upon Germany as will force the do- 
cile masses of the German people to 
understand that Germany really has

They received  disdainfully our 
words of peace. They did not know 
how Germany could fight. Through- 
out the world they have slandered 
the German name, but they cannot 
extinguish the glory of German 
deeds. 

Thus we stand, erect at the close 
of this year, unmoveable, viciorious 
and intrepid. Our triaJs may still 
await us, but we shall meet them 
with a grave mien and full of faith. 
Throughout the three years’ achieve- 
ment the mighty German people has 
become firm in its resistance against 
all that the power of the enemy can 
conceive. If the enemy wishes to 
prolong the sufferings of war they 
will weigh more heavily upon him 
than upon us. 

For that which has been accom- 
plished on tle front, let us at home 
show our gratitude by tireless tofl. 
We must still continue to fight and 
to'furnish arms for it.

Czernin Willing to

‘A semiofficial Vienna dispatch 
says that Count Czernin, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, 
read with great pleasure certain 
statements of Lord Robert Cecil,

. of Commons, which he interpreted 
as meaning that England does not 
regard Austria as a real enemy.

NOLTE INSISTS ALL CITY AUTOS 
BEAR SIGN, ‘CITY OF ST. LOUIS’ 


Cest of Upkeep of Cars Increases; 
Comptroller Hopes to Cut This 
Expense. 


City Comptroller Nolte, after a confer 
ence today with members of the Board 
of Public Service, announced that he 
would insist upon’ all heads of depar: 
ments complying at once with the ordi- 
nance requiring ‘he words ‘City of S 
Louis’ to be painted in :etters at least 
three inches high on the outside of 
every automobile owned by tne city. 

There are 110 such ‘ars, Nolte said, 
including ambulances. 
Nolte notified heads of depa.tinents to 
put the required words on the machines, 
but so far only the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities, the Water Department and 
the Health Department have complied, 
he said. 

He said the cost of upkeep for city 
automobiles in the ‘irst quarter of the 
present fiscal year was $3500, an in- 
crease of 33 per cent over the preceding 
quarter. In the hove of cutting down 
this expense he had the Boara of Public 
Service agree ‘that he appoint all cits 
chauffeurs and that herea ‘er the cost 
of gasoline, oil, tires and repairs be 
charged against the car for which used, 
and that the city garage at Vandeventer 
avenue and Forest Parx boulevard be 
under the charse of a superintendent 


appointed by Nolte.

House Pacifist Trip of Arthur 
Henderson to Paris. 


MISSION NOT SACTIONED 


Declares Government Will Al- 
low No Sectional Conference 
to Dictate Conditions.

vented from discussing peace by a re- 


fusal of passports to countries where it 
is proposed to hold conferences, it would 
be inviting the Labor party to step in 
and force the Government’s hand. 

Premier Lloyd George assured the 
House that the Government had not in 
the least altered its view on the only 
possible conditions of peace consistent 
with the honor and _ security of the 
country. 

The debate was on the question of 
whether the Government was acting 
constitutionally and in the national in- 
terest in permitting Arthur Henderson, 
member of the War Council, to accom- 
pany a pacifist mission, including James 
Ramsay MacDonald and George James 
Wardle, hoth members of Parliament, 
to Parts} 

Government to Take No Part. 

The Government, continued Lloyd 
George, proposed to take no part in any 
conference such as Henderson described, 
either by a representative or by having 
any member of the Government present. 
It would allow no sectional conference to 
dictate terms of peace. That was the 
responsibility of the Government. 

“IT happened to be in Paris at the same 
time as Mr. Henderson,” said Lloyd 
George, ‘“‘but I was discussing the best 
means of prosecuting the war and the 
conference, which it is proposed to re- 
sume in London in the next few days, 
with representatives of the great allied 
nations will have the same purpose.” 

Alluding to Henderson’s dual position, 
the Premier, after paying a tribute to 
Henderson's war work on munitions and 
recruiting,- said there were similar dual 
positions in Parts, where labor had done 
great administrative war work, and be- 
fore he considered what had been criti- 
cised as anomalous. he should like to 
discuss it with his French colleagues, 
who are in the same position, and the 
French Premier would be here within 48 
hours. On the main question, the Gov- 
ernment had to pay no attention to pa- 
cifists, but to devote its whole time to 
prosecuting the war. 

Lloyd George agreed that there was 
something in Henderson’s contention as 
to advantages and disadvantages which 
should be weighed. He wondered wheth- 
er the House realized the explosive ma- 
terial there was about. He never de- 
spaired of the allied cause and felt con- 
fident Russia would recover, but he 
begged them to give her a chance. 

The man in charge of the Russian des- 
tinies was facing overwhelming difficul- 
ties. He had to deal with a nation 
bursting into life and blinded with its 
dazzle, staggering, gropfhg, stumbling. 
The Russians had askefl us to assist 
them and we are doing/our best to help 
them and not give offense. 

What happened in the last few days 
had opened Russian eyes. They saw the 
perils of the catastrophe. He begged 
the House of Commons not to pass hasty 
judgment. It must realize the vital ne- 
cessity of preserving unity in order to 
accomplish victory. England was a 
country whereupon the allies depended 
more than any other. 

If they began to dissolve and disinte- 
grate and fling one colleague after an- 
otner into the arms of those fighting 
for the pacifists’ ends, then he really 
would despair. He appealed to the 
House to preserve unity in order that 
‘‘we might win a victory worthy of the 
cause for which so many sacrifices have 
been made.”’ 


After hearing Henderson’s explanation 
of his mission, which strongly empha- 
sized his views that the proposed con- 
ference should be merely consultative 
and cannot in any way be binding, and 
that Lioyd George’s reply, which di- 
lated on Henderson’s valuable services 
and his plea to the House not to pass 
hasty judgment.or insist on an imme- 
diate explanation as to why certain 
courses had been taken, a motion of 
Viscount Duncannon (Unionist) to con- 
sider whether the Government was act- 
ing constitutionally in permitting Hen- 
derson to accompany the mission, was 
talked out. 


Press Critics Dissatisfied. 

Press critics of Henaderson and the 
government are dissatisfied with the 
debate. The speeches. they say, did 
1.0t appreciably modify the hostility 
of a large section of the House, in- 
cluding a strong labor element. Hen- 
derson’s patriotism is unimpugned, 
but the fact that he did not repudiate 
a willingness to meet German dele- 
gates at Stockholm leaves the attf- 
tude of the critics much as before. 

Henderson, as secretary of the labor 
party, convened a special party con- 
ference for Aug. 10, when, presum- 
ably, the extent of the reported cleav- 
age among labor me--bers on this 
question will be revealed.

U.S. SOLDIERS IK 


FRANCE INSPECTED 
BY GEN. PERSHING 


Commander Visits Dozen Vil- 
lages and Makes Minute Ex- 
amination of Conditions. 


FINDS SITUATION GOOD 


Private Soldiers, Company Cooks 
and Others Questioned With 
View to Making Betterments. 


AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP IN 
FRANCE, Wednesday, Aug. 1.—Maj.- 
Gen. Pershing gave the American ex- 
peditionary force an example of the 
strenuous life by sweeping through 
nearly a dozen villages where the 
United States soldiers are living in 
France and visiting nearly all train- 
ing centers which have been estab- 
lished from America’s first great con- 
tritution to the war for democracy. 

It was not a curséry inspection. He 
went into minute details all along 
the line, questioned private soldiers, 
company sooks, and various other 
men as to how things were going, 
and what, if anything, could be done 
to improve the situation. 

He inquired into every phase of the 
men’s daily life, the character and the 
quantity of their food, even to the 
disposition of garbage which he found 
was going to French farmers who 
were glad to get it. 

Arrives on Scene Early. 

Gen. Pershing was expected Monday, 
but delayed leaving Paris until late 
yesterday. He spent the night at a 
quaint little French village and reached 
the American aret early today. His 
visit was entirely informal and he 
found the forces just as he desired, 
engaged in their daily routine work 
and drill. 

The General is also inspecting vari- 
ous places suggested for his fleid head- 
quarters, for he expects before very 
long to move from Paris near the 
troops in training. He will return to 
Paris late tomorrow. 

At the end of the first day’s inspec- 
tion Gen. Pershing id: 

“Our principal contern just now, of 
course, is to perfect the army organi- 
zation. This is a. big task, but it is 
moving along smoothly and in a most 
satisfactory manner. 

‘The work at certain ports of disem- 
barkation is well started. Railroad ma- 
terial is coming over as rapidly as can 
be arranged. The progress we have 
made thus far, with the assistance of 
the French, is a source of great satis- 
faction to me. Billets and training 
ground for men are as well located as 
could be expected at this time of the 
year, when space is limited by crops in 
the tields. 

Probable Barracks to Be Buftlit. 

“After these are moved we will have 
plenty of space for lodging and train- 
ing the divisions that are to come. 
Some of the places where men are now 
sleeping are not all that could be de- 
sired, but this soon will be remedied 
by the construction of portable bar- 
racks. Training is progressing very 
well, with the assistance of the French,” 

The third death has occurred at the 
camp.

PUBLIC LIBRARY SUPPLYING 
BOOKS FOR SOLDIERS HERE} 


Y. M. C. A. Assumes Responsibility for 
Distribution at Majority of 
the Camps. 

Books’ for the soldiers at all of 
the training camps in and near St. 
Louis are being supplied by the 
Traveling Libraries department of 
the St. Louis Public Library. Ar- 
rangements probably will be made to 
send books to France when the St. 
Louis regiments are ordered there. 

At most of the camps the Young 
Men’s Christian Association has as- 
sumed responsibility for the care 
and distribution of the books. The 
association has a tent or pavilion at 
each camp. 

The points to which the books have 
been sent are Maxwellton Park, 
where several companies of the First 
Regiment are encamped; the Armory, 
Jefferson Barracks, the Arsenal, Free 
Bridge, Merchants’ Bridge, Eads 
Bridge, McKinley Bridge and Chain 
of Rocks. Popular fiction by stand- 
ard authors has Seen sent to each 
camp. There has been no demand 
for books of a military character or 
for instructive purposes. The reports 
made to the library indicats that the 
soldiers Nave been so busy training 
that they have not had much time 
to read. The books have not been 
used very freely. 

Citizens of St. Louis who wish to 
| make contributions of books may 
send them to the Public Library, 
which will distribute them to the 
different army camps.

Resolution to Submit Proposal to 
| States Put Out of Present 
Program. 


SENATE HAD PASSED IT 


Prohibition Leaders Responsible 
for Delaying Action on 
Proposition. 


By Associated Press. ‘ 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 2—National 


prohibition by constitutional amend- 
ment was hung up in the House today 
by the prohibition leaders themselves. 

The resolution to submit the proposal 
to the states, passed yesterday by the 


Senate, was put out of the program for 
the present session and will not come 
up until the regular session in Decem- 
ber. 

Plans to reconvene the Democratic 
caucus and reverse its decision to con- 
sider only war legislation were aban- 
doned because it was believed delaying 
action until the next session would help 
the prohibition cause. 


The resolution passed the Senate late 
yesterday by a vote of 65 to 2, eight 
more than the necessary two-thirds of 
those present. 


The only change made in the reso- 
lution as originally reported to the Sen- 
ate was the adoption of an amendment 
providing that the constitutional amend- 
ment should be inoperative unless rati- 
fied by thrée-fourths of the states with- 
in six years from the date of its sub- 
mission. 


The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is the first initiated by Congress 
since that providing for popular elec- 
tion of United States Senators, approved 
in 1911. It is the first time that either 
branch of Congress has approved a con- 
stitutional amendment for prohibition. 
A few years ago, a similar resolution in 
the House received a majority but failed 
of the two-thirds. 

Action After Three Days’ Debate. 

The Senate’s action came after three 
days’ debate. All efforts to amend the 
resolution failed except for the addition 
of Senator Harding’s amendment fixing 
the six years’ time limit within which 
three-fourths of the states must ratify 
the amendment to make it effective. 
This was approved, 56 to 23. 

As adopted, the resolution. submitted 
by Senator Sheppard of Texas, Demo- 
crat, would add the following article to 
the Federal Constitution: 

‘The manufacture, sale or transporta- 
tion of intoxicating liquors within, the 
importation thereof, into, or the expor- 
tation thereof from; the United Statés 
and all territory subject to the jurisdic- 
tion thereof for beverage purposes is 
hereby prohibited. 


‘This article shall be inoperative un- 
less it shall have been ratified as an 
amendment to the Constitution by the 
Legislatures of the several states, as 
provided in the Constitution, within six 
years from the date of the submission 
hereof to the states by the Congress. 

‘The Congress shuaii have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legis- 
lation.” 

On the final roll call several Senators 
said to oppose prohiocition voted for the 
resolutfon, desiring, they said, to have 
the wet and dry battle transferred from 
the national Capitol to the states, and 
tu prevent prohibition propaganda from 
impeding other matters before Con- 
gress. 

Stone Proposal Loses, 

An amendment by Senator Stone re- 
quiring the Government to make com- 
pensation for losses to liquor manufac- 
turers was defeated WO to 31. He in- 
sisted the provision would be justice to 
the large interests affected, and Senator 
Williams said contrary action would be 
“robbery.” 

Various proposals toward submission 
ot limited or partia' prohibition were 
rejected. An amendment by Senator 
Newlands, contemplating prohibiting 
manufacture, sale 2nd importation of 
distilled beverages alcne, without action 
on beer, wines and cther light intox- 
icants was defeated. 57 to 22. The Sen- 
ate also rejected by 55 to 26 an amend- 
ment by Senator Phke'r1, proposing sub- 
mission of alternative articles to the 
Constitution, one the Sheppard provision 
and the other for prohibition of dis- 
tilled beverages only 

Reed and Stone Surprised. 

The actions of the two Senators from 
Missouri—Stone and Reed—probably was 
the most surprising thing in the Sen- 
ate, not excepting even the high vote 
which was registered in favor of sub- 
mitting the question of national prohi- 
bition to the states. 

Both Stone and Reed sat unmoved 
during the fina] roll call on the pas- 
sage of the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution. It was not until the clerk 
of the Senate concluded reading the list 
of those who had voted in the affirma- 
tive and had begun to read the negative 
votes that Senator Stone arose and de- 
manded recognition. 

“Call the name of the Senator {pom 
Missouri,” said the President. ¥ 

“Mr. Stone,” called the clerk. ” 

“Aye,” answered Stone, and the clerk 
recorded his vote for the adoption of 
the amendment. 

As the clerk began reading the nega- 
tive votes, Reed Rushed over to where 
Senator Stone sat and a whispered con- 
vrsation followed. - 

The clerk by this time had concluded 
calling the negative votes and was tab- 
ujating the vote when Reed demanded 
recognition. 

“Call the name of the Senator from 
Missouri,” said the President. 

Mr. Reed,” called the clerk. 

“No,” answered Reed, and his vote 
was recorded against the amendment.

BATTLEFIELD A MUDHOLE 


Infantry in New Allied Offensive 
Held Up by Rain, but 
Guns Go On.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 


FRANCE AND BELGIUM, Wednesday, 
Aug. 1.—‘The situation is virtuaWy un- 
changed.’’ This sums wp the day’s news 
from the wide zon: along which the 


British and Frenc!: yesterday hurled 
Prince Rupprecht’s torces back to the 
supporting defenses xt a depth varying 
between one and three miles. 

Artillery § activitie: 
great intensity, the British pouring a 
steady stream of h:gh explosive shells 
into positions which the Germans now 
hold, but there was comparatively little 
infantry fighting: 

The aliies today were busy consolidat- 
ing the positions they captured yester- 
day. Heavy Germa2: counter attagks 
had been looked for but outside of a 
few local attempts w regain positions 
these did not materialize. This was 


| perhaps due partly io the heavy rain 


which continued without cessation since 
last night, filling she'l holes with wa- 
ter and turning the ground into a deep 
mud over which it is difficult to fight. 
German Guns Kept Busy. , 

The German guns, however, many 
ot which had been withdrawn to posi-. 
tions further back hefore the rain be- 
gan, have been carrying on a steady 
bombardment, especially against the 
territory captureq by the allies on 
the northern side of the Ypres- sa- 
lient, but their firing has been more 
or less erratic because of the storm 
which blocked the work of the ob- 
servation officers. As usual the Ger- 
mans are employing great quantities 
of gas shells. 

Due to the complet preparation 
made for.yesterday’s assault the 
British casualties have not been ex- 
cessive but the condition of the bat- 
tlefield and statements by prisoners 
indicate that the German losses were 


exceedingly heavy. The British med-} 


ical corps has again shown a most 
complete organization. At 8 o’clock 
last night all British wounded had 
been collected and brought back to 
emergency stations. More than 4000 


prisoners with some 60 officers were |’ 


taken by the British in the Ypres 
salient alone. 

| Dejected Appearing Men. 

Prussians, Bavarians and: Saxons all 
have given of their number to swell the 
total captured and no more dejected 
appearing men have been seen in British 
prison stations since the beginning of 
the war. 

Particularly noticeable was the scar- 
city of veteran non 


cers and the large number of youths 


from the 1918 class who are nothing more || 


than raw recruits. One veteran said 
they lacked stamina to stand up under 
the hardships of war and could not be 
depended upon in a tight place such as 
they found themselves facing yesterday. 

A majority of these prisoners’ were a 
miserable, sorry looking lot, many of 
them suffering from internal complaints 
caused by exposure and the majority 
from hunger. Few of them have any 
hopes of Germany winning the war and 
one officer ‘ventured the opinion that the 
time of the Fatherland's downfall was 
near. He based his opinion largely on 


|| the scarcity of men and certainly boy- 


ish faces now in prison cages appear to 

be indicative of a lack of human ma- 

terial. ’ 
“Some Good Shooting.” 

Most expressive was .the comment 
on the bombardment meade by a Ger- 
man officer, who was found badly 
wounded in a shell hole, where he 
had crawled for refuge. Addressing 
a British officer in excellent Eng- 
lish, and with a quiet smile, he said: 

“Good morning. You see you have 
played the devil with our defenses. 
Your guns have been doing some g00d 
shooting.” 

Many German infantrymen: fell 
victims to their own artillery at the 
outbreak of the entente attack for 
the, observers Lad lost their view of 
the targets and in a confused, fren- 
zied attempt to stem the onslaught 
the German gunners unwittingly 
dropped shells among their own men. 
Stories are heard of German batteries 
being Withdrawn without the know- 
ledge of the infantry, leaving the 
latter to face attacks without the 
protection of their artillery.

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ADMIRAL GLEAVES’ REPORT 


ON BEATING 


OFF U-BOAT 


ATTACKS ON TRANSPORTS 


“Failure to Score Hit Probably Due to Attack 
Being Precipitated by Fortuitou Jam- 


= 


ming of Flag Ship’s Helm.’’s 


WASHINGTON. Atg..2.—The story of 
the submarine attacks on transports 
conveying America’ s first expeditionary 


forces to France, is told today in the 
official report of Rear Admiral Gleaves, 
commanding the naval convoy, made 
public by Secretary Daniels. 

At least two undersea raiders are in- 
dicated to have taken part in the first 
attack, which was centered on the flag- 
‘ship of Admiral Gleaves. The “s«cond 
group of transports also encountered 
iwo submarines, one of which apparent- 
ly was destroyed by bombs from an 
American destroyer. 

The report was given out by Secretary 
Daniels with information of mulitary 
value deleted, after an uncenrored copy 
had been sent in confidence to the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee, members of which 
recently inquired regarding the complete 
authenticity of the account of the at- 
tack, as published July 3. The report 
was written by Admiral Gleaves while 
‘at a French port, and was submitted to 
Admiral Mayo, commanding the Atlan- 
tic fleet, who forwarded it to the Navy 
Department. ; 

Admiral Gleaves’ Report. 

The report was prepared by Admiral! 
Gleaves while at a French port and 
was submitted to Admira) Mayo, in 
command of the Atlantic fleet, who for- 
warded it to the Navy Department. Its 
full text as made public follows: 

“1. About 10:15 p. m., June 22, the 
first group of the expeditionary force 
of which the flagship was the leader, 
encountered the enemy’s submarines in 
latitude — N. longitude — W. 

*“2.. At the time it was extremely 
dark, the sea unusual!y nhosphorescent: 
a fresh breeze was blowing from the 
northwest which broke the sea “‘inty 
white ‘caps. The condition was idea: 
for a submarine attack. ? 

*3. (Paragraph 3 gives the formation 
and names of the vessels together witn 
the speed they were making and methoi 
of proceeding, nothing else. It is there- 
fore omitted for obvious reasons.) 

“4. Shortly before -he attack the helm 
of the flagship had jammed, and the 


ship took a rank sheer to starboard: 


sheer. In a few minutes the ship wads 
brought back to the course. At this 
time the officer of the deck and others 
on the bridge saw a white streak about 
60 yards ahead’ of ‘the ‘ship, crossing 
from starboard to port at right angles 
to our course. The ship was immedi- 
ately run off 90 Cegrees to starboard at 
full speed. I was asleep in the chart 
house at the time. 1 heard the office: 
of the deck say, ‘Report to the Admiral 
a torpedo has crossed our bow.’ Gen- 
eral alarm was sounded, torpedo crews 
being already at ther guns 

“When I reached the bridge the A 
and one of the transports astern hai 
opened fire, the former’s shell fitted 
with tracers. Other vessels of the con- 
voy turned to the right and left, in ac- 
cordance with instructions. B crosseiJ 


our bow at full speed and turned toward 
the left column in ibe direction of thv 
firing. 

Probably Submarine Wake. 

“5S At first it was thought on board 
the flagship that the wake was that of 
a torpedo, but from subsequent reporta 
from other ships, and in the opinion of 
Lieut. X, who was on the bridge. it 
was probably the wake of the subma- 
rine boat itself. Two torpedoes passed 
close to the A from port to starboard, 
one about 30 yards ahead of the ship 
and the other under her stern, as the 
ship was turning to the northward, 
Capt. ¥Y reports the incident thus: 


“Steaming in formation in zig-zag 
courses; with base course 75 degrees 
psc, standard speed. At 10:25 sighted 
waks of a torpedo directly across our 
bow about 30 yards ahead of the ship. 
Changed -course 90 degrees to left and 
went to torpedo defense stations. Fired 
two one pounder shots and one 5-pound 
shot from port battery in alarm in ad- 
dition to six blasts from sirens. Passed 
through two wakes, one being that frum 
the U. N. S. C. in turning to northward, 
the other believed to have been from 
the| passing submarine. A second tor- 
pedo wake reported at about 10:35 from 
after-look-outs. 


“ ‘After steaming in various courses’ 


at full speed, resumed course 89 degrees 
pse at 11:10 for rendezvous. At 12 o’clock 
set course 56 degrees psc.’ 


“6. The torpedo fired at the D passea 
from starboard ito port, about 40 yards 
ahead of the ship, leaving a distinct 
wake which was visible for about 400 
or 00 yards. Col. Z, U. S. A., was on 
the starboard wing of the bridge of the 
D at the time and states: 


“I first saw a white streak in the 
water just off tne starboard bow whicr 
moved rapidly across the bow very close 
aboard. When I first saw it, it looked 
like one very wide wake and similar to 
the wake of a ship, but after crossing 
the bow and when in line with it, there 
appeared two distirct and separate 
wakes with a streak of blue water be- 
tween. In my opinion they were wakes

‘8. When I was in Paris | was showo , 
by the United States Navai Attache, % 
confidential official pulletin of informa 
tion issued by the general staff, dated 
July 6, which contained the following: 

“*Punta del Gada, Azores, was bom- 
barded at 9 a. m., July 4 This is un- 
doubtedly the submarine which at- 
tacked the E on “une 25, 400 miles norta 
of the Azores.and sank the F and G on 
the 29th of June, 100 miles from Terceira 
(Azores). This submarine was ordered 
to watch in the vicinity of the Azores 
at such distance as it was supposed the 
enemy American convoy would pass 
from the Azores. 


Probably Scouting for Ships. 

*“9—It appears from the French report 
just quoted above and from the location 
of the attack that enemy submarines 
had been notified of our approach and 
were probably scouting across onr route 
It is possible that they may have trailed 
us all day on June 22, as our speed was 
well within their limits of surface speed, 
and they could have easily trailed our 
smoke under the weather conditions 
without being seen; their failure to score 
hits was probably due to the attack 
being precipitated by the fortuitious 
circumstances of the flagship’s helm 
jamming and the- sounding of her 
whistle, leading enemy to suppose he 
had been discovered. 

**10—The H, leading the second group, 
encountered two submarines, the first 
about 11:8 a. m., June 26, 1917, in latitude 
N, longitude W, about 100 miles off the 
coast of France, and the second two 
hours later. The I investigated the 
wake of the first without further dis- 
covery. The J sighted the bow wave of 
the second at a distance of 1500 yards 
and headed for it at a speed of 2 knots.

EVADING DRAFT 
BEING GLOStD 


Government Will Have Chal- 
lenger on Duty With Each 
of Local: Boards. 


SOME APPEALS AUTOMATIC 

Dependency Claims to Be 

Scanned Closely; Private 
Loss Not Valid Excuse. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Every pre- 
caution should be taken by direct ex- 
emption boards (the appeal bodies) to 
prevent dicharge of men from the draft 
on sole grounds of material hardships 
to them individually or to their employ- 
ers, says a circular on the duty of 
district boards, issued by Provost Mar- 
shal Crowder. 

All cases of discharge by lokal boards 
on grounds of dependency are to be ap- 
pealed automatically to the district 
board, Gen. Crowder said, and each 
case should be scanned carefully, al- 
though not necessarily reopened for 
hearing. 

For each local board an official will 
be appointed to act as Government 
challengers against men whom he be- 
lieves are discharged without adequate 
cause. Firemen, policemen and students 
in technical schools are not to be dis- 
charged under industrial 
regulations. 


Text of the Cireula 
“To district boards will be " intruated 


the solution of one of the most vital 
problems of the war," says Gen. Crowd- 
er’s circular. ‘ 

“Two things are to be accomplished— 
to raise armies and to maintain indus- 
tries. .It is self-evident that the prob- 
lem is: not absolutely to prevent inter- 
ference with industry, for that is im- 
possible. It is to reduce interference 
to a minimum... A balance must be 


struck and maintained betweer the mil- | 


and the individual needs of the 
nation. In making this economic bal- 
ance it is the interest of the nation 
solely. that must be subserved; the in- 
terest of individuals or associations of 
individuals cannot be considered as 
such, and, indeed, can only benefit 
from the action of district boards where 
the individual interest happens to co- 
incide with the interest of the nation. 

“The question in an individual case 
is, then, always twofold: 

‘1. Is the industry {fn question neces- 
sary to the maintenance of the military 
establishment or the effective operation 
of the military forces or the mainte- 
nance of the national interest during 
the emergency? 

‘2, Does the persun, by or in respect 
of Whom the dischnrge is claimed, oc- 
cupy such a’ status ir: respect of such a 
necessary industry, that his place could 
not be filled by anoiler without direct, 
substantia] material loss and detriment 
to the adequate and effective operation 
of the particular entcrprise? 


Private Loss No Excuse. 
“There may be cases where, in 


thoughtlessness or design, discharges 
will be claimed on circumstances that 
raise a question of private loss or hard- 
ship, rather than of rational necessity. 
Such cases are without the power of 
district boards to relieve.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—*The British navy’s 


}control ot the nerve system of maritime 


communications of the world at this 
juncture is more complete than the con- 
trol exercised by the army of the cen- 
tral Powers on land,’’ said Admiral Sir 
John R. Jellicoe, First Sea Lord and 
Chief of the Naval Staff, in an inter- 
view with the Associated Press yes- 
terday, in which he discussed the sub- 
marine menace and the naval situation 
at the end of the third year of the war. 

“That,’’ he said, ‘suggests perhaps a 
train of thought which American stu- 
dents of the war might pursue with in- 
terest and advantage to the allied cause. 
But I am content at this moment mere- 
ly to emphasize the supreme importance 
of the work which the Grand Fleet is 
doing .under the command of Sir David 
Beatty. 

“You ask me how it is that German 
destroyers-are able to carry out raids 
from time to time. Such missions are 
entrusted to the swiftest vessels under 
the German ensign and they are car- 
ried out with every advantage on the 
side of the Germans. The North Sea 
is a very big area of water. It is more 
than twice as large as the while United 
Kingdom—England, Scotland, Wales and 
Ireland—which is traversed by nearly 
24,000 miles of railway lines.

They have the choice 
of an objective against a coast line of 
great length. There is hardly a point 
but is undefended, advantage having 
been taken of the immunity from bom- 
bardment which international law was 
believed before the war to confer. 


Enemy Has Advantages. 
“Now, mark these points: he enemy 


has the choice of nights when the 
weather and visibility are most suitable 
for its purpose. He puts to sea clear of 
his mine field. He can steam in a north- 
erly, westerly or southerly direction. 
Aircraft are used for reconnoissance so 


| 


as to gain information of the movement 
of the British patrol forces. The Ger- 
mans have the further advantage of be- 
ing able to fire at every craft which 
comes within sight the moment it is 
sighted. 

“What is the position of the British 
patrol whose vigilance has been subjecc- 
ed to three years of unceasing strain? 
Officers have many duties to carry out 
quite apart from punishing these ‘tip 
and run’ raids. They never know when 
the enemy ships will break out or where 
they will go at their highest speed and 
in the darkness they have to discrimi- 
nate between friend and neutral on the 
one hand and foe on the other hand be- 
fore they fire. 

“You ask me to say something of 
the submarine menace,” Sir John be- 
gun. “It is serious because all the 
allied armies and civil population 
are, in varying degrees, dependent 
on the sea transport. But, viewed 
broadly, the recourse by the Germans 
to this form of piracy is encourag- 
ing. They did not adopt. it until 
they had lost hope in their armies. 
They did not risk drawing the United 
States into the war and concentrat- 
ing on themselves the loathing of all 
other neutral] states until they were 
convinced that they could not float 
a keel on the world’s seas and by 
legitimate means interfere with the 
growth of the military strength of 
the allies. 

“For three years naval power has 
been in transition to military power. 
The Germans in desperation decided 
to embark on ruthless submarine 
warfare in confident belief it would 
prove a fatal stroke. In February, 
according to their own confession, 
it was ‘the best and only means of 
speedy and victorious ending of the 
war.’ 

“March, April, May, June and July 
have passed and their early hopes are 
still unrealized. The Germans have 
not mastered us and we have not 
mastered the submarine. We have 
not yet discovered the effective anti- 
dote. But we have reduced the losses 
of merchant shipping. 

Many German Submarines. 

“There is no reason to doubt the 
yermans have at sea lately far more 
submarines than in February and 
March. Nevertheless, with the inval- 
uable assistance America has rend- 
ered, we have prevented them from 
reaping the-harvest they anticipated. 

‘How long the German population will 
live on hopes deferred I cannot say but 
they must realize that the prophesy of 
February, resting on official authorit) 
that the submarine was ‘the best and 
only means of a speedy and victorious 
ending of the war, has not been ful- 
filled.’’ 

After a pause, Admiral Jellicoe went 
on, gravely: 

“Combating the submarine demands 
utmost efforts on the part of all the 
countries which have joined forces tv 
defeat Germany. She has staked her 
all on the submarine, and if we defeat 
it her last hope will have gone. 

‘The two urgent needs of the moment 
are more patrol ships for hunting down 
submarines and an increased output of 
merchant shipping, so «that the losses 
suffered at sea may be made good. The 
war has become one of economic en- 
durance. With the powerful aid which 
the ited States is rendering in making 
the naval blockade effective, Germany’s 
condition must become worse week by 
week. She will hold out so long as there 
is the faintest hope of the success of 
the submarine warfare. Once its failure 
is demonstrated, the German people, 
whatever may be the case with the Ger- 
man Government, will recognize that 
defeat stares them in the face. 


“Bacilli of the Seas.” 
“It is therefore vitally important that 


every effort be concentrated on de- 
stroying what the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Lloyd George, calls ‘the bacilli of the 
seas. We mustgand shall defeat it: 
but in order to do so the inventive and 
constructive energy of all the ations 
fighting Germany must be devoted to 
the work and to the rapid building of 
trol ships and merchantmen. If thig 
is done I have no doubt of the issue.’’ 

Turning to the ger.eral naval situation 
at the end of the third year of the 
sreat war, Admiral Jellicoe said: 

“The fourth year cf the naval war 
opens this week and only those who are 
familiar with Germai naval literature— 
which preached the doctrine of the of- 
fensive—can appreciite the significanc- 
of naval events during the past three 
years. The Germar. high seas fleet was 
not created that it might remain in- 
active month after month. It is a great 
War engine. No greater mistake can 
be made than to underestimate its 
strength. It is far stronger, for in- 
stance, than the British fleet was 10 
years ago and in years before the open- 
ing of the war it was submitted to a 
very thorough intensive system of train- 
ing. 

“The British gran: fleet has offered 
it a challenge to action which has not 
been accepted, for on the occasion of 
the battle of Jutlano the Germans had 
no thought of a fight to a finish: For 
the whole year now the high seas fleet 
has ventured only teyond its protected 
mine fields on one o*°casion—Aug. 21 last 
year—and then it speedily sought shel- 
ter once more. 

“Owing to the attention which the 
rovel and barbarous submarine warfare 
has attracted there is perhaps a 
tendency to forget tnat success of our 
grand fleet in ‘containing’ the main 
German force on which the success or 
failure of the allied countries is mainly 
dependent. Very little can be said as 
long as the war lasts of the. work. of 
the grand fidést, but it is the foundation 
upon which all the efforts of the allies 
rest. 

“The carrying out of that purpose im- 
poses a heavy responsibility on the 
gtand fleet. The grand fleet consists 
not only of battleships and battle cruis- 
ers, but includes also light cruisers and 
iestroyers. If these destroyers were 
not working with the grand fleet they 
would be available for combatting the 


submagine menace. it is sometimes 


| suggested that for this and other rea- 


sons we ought to adopt a more offen- 
Sive policy against the German “hign 


war, as history has always shown, and 
the army alone cannot triumph, as the 
Germans has learned.’’ 


Seas fleet. We are face to face with 
the old problem—how to force a fleet 
which hides in a harbor to come out 
and fight. It is a very old problem. Our 
forefathers were familiar with it. For 
“1 years it confronted them at the end 
of the eighteenth and the beginning of 
the nineteenth centuries. 


“aA superior fleet can force an enemy 
into port, but if it is to be compelled «= 
come out against its will, history sug- 
gests that compulsion must be applied 
by the army acting against its base’ 2r 
bases. I need not say ,any more on 
that issue except to Suggest that naval 
power and'military power are comple- 
mentary. The navy alone cannot win a

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AMERICA WILL WIN: »« - 

Some Americans and some American publica- 
tions, of which the New Republic is a shining ex- 
ample, are bewailing the dangers of the war sit- 
uation and the prodigious efforts the United States 
will have to make in order to win any kind of 
peace. They cite the conditions in Russia, the 
sacrifices of France, the strain on Britain, the 
submarine varfare, ‘etc., etc., as proofs that Amer- 
ica will really have to prepare for a strenuous fin- 
ish fight the outcome of which will be doubtful. 
They even urge that we talk peace terms as a 
means of saving ourselves from the chances of 
war. This is an amazing attitude for Americans. 
What did these Americans expect when we entered 
the war—a picnic, a mere show of preparation and 
fighting after the enemy was completely beaten 
by our allies? -What idea ha¥e they of the 
strength the resources, the capacity and the de- 


| termination of the United States? 


We entered the war with the expectation that 
we might have to put our whole organized and 


concentrated strength into the conflict, but with 
well-founded -confidence that our resources, ca- 
pacity and will to win would force a victorious 
conclusion. And it will. 

All of belligerent Europe is war worn and war 
weary. But'our allies are not worse off in this 
respect than our enemies. They are better off. 
Their sacrifices have not been as great and their 
resources in wealth, men and materials are now 
far superior to those of our enemies. 

We go into the war fresh, a nation of 104,000,- 
000, the richest on earth in wealth and material$ 
resources, food and fertile soil to raise it, metals, 
coal and oil. We have vast organized industries 
to supply from abundant raw materials all the 
ships, munitions, equipment and supplies required 
for navies and armies, capable of fighting the 
Central Powers alone. We have man power for 
an army of 10,000,000 of the best age and type 
of fighting men. 

We are not ready to put all of our strength into 

the war. This is our only cattse for present dis- 
couragement, but we have allies capable of main- 
taining the fight and of continually weakening 
our enemies until we are ready. Looking to the 
worst, counting Russia out, which we do not be- 
lieve is justified; giving France only a year more 
of effective warfare, and discounting the great 
fighting powers of the British empire not yet at 
their maximum, the situation ought not to cause 
the slightest fear of the conclusion in a nation 
of courage and energy. If Russia is not equal 
to another great offensive, certainly she will keep 
several million Germans and Austrians busy. We 
more than offset Russia. We have more available 
resources, nore intelligence, more fighting ca- 
pacity than Russia. 
. Consider our enemies. Turkey, a rebellious tool 
of Germany, is wretchedly poor, starving and dis- 
pirited. She depends wholly upon Germany for 
the means and the will to fight. Austria is on 
the ropes with exhausted resources and beaten 
spirit, seeking eagerly for peace. Germany is 
bankrupt, short of food, clothing and resources 
for war. With a great fighting machine, still 
powerful for defense, its foundations are shaking. 
The people are worn down by heavy sacrifices and 
sorrows and are rapidly losing hope. 

It does not require special insight or detailed 
facts for proof that the military autocracy of Ger- 
many is tottering to a fall. 

The information transmitted by Clarence W. 
Barron, publisher. of the Boston News Bureau, 
from big business men of Germany is not needed 
to assure the world that the German people are 
hopeless of victory in the war and are fearful of 
the menace of after-the-war ruin. Germany’s 
business leaders know that our entry ended Ger- 
man hope of victory and made a rapid peace on 
just terms necessary to German recuperation. 

Is it not shameful in Americans to have less 
confidence in their own powers and prowess than 
thelr enemies have and that they should be fear- 
ful of the outcome of war when their enemies are 
sure of defeat? These are white-livered Ameri- 
cans without heart or stomach for fighting. 

There is good reason to believe that our allies, 
even with Russia crippled, can defeat Germany, 
or, at least, fight her toa draw. Why should we, 
then, with fresh, untouched resources, double. 
those of Germany—more than equa! to those of all 
the Central Powers—fear a half-beaten enemy? 
With a year’s preparation, we alone can whip Ger- 
many. On equal terms as to preparation we would 
have nothing to fear from Germany at her best. 
Within a year Germany will be at her worst, 
while we shall be just beginning to fight with a 
smashing army and navy.

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WHERE IS THE INSULT? 

The President of the German-American Alliance 
of Missouri is ‘very peppery over a request from 
the chairman of the National Security League 
that the alliance formally express its loyalty to 
the United States and its hostility to the German 
Government. He calls the request an insult. 

“T should hesitate to submit a recommendation,” 
he writes in reply “which implies that there is a 
call for a special declaration of patriotism and 
I should prefer to avoid the expressions of resent- 
ment with which such an inference would un- 
doubtedly be met.” 

But why? Countless other societies have passed 
upon similar recommendations without feeling 
there was any objectionable implication about it. 
Nothing could better strengthen the hands of our 
own Government than such a declaration by the 
German-American Alliance. As the request clear- 
ly stated, a formal expression of the kind would 
be expected to have tremendous moral influence 
in Germany, where the people are even now 
taught that powerful German-American interests 
in the United States are opposed to our partici- 
pation in the war and are hindering our prepara- 
tions. 

We do not know, of course, what propaganda 
have been employed to confirm them in this view.

“It is always best for any professioral 
novice to begin as a prentice,’’ said Miss 
Elizabeth A. Martini, a young womun 
architect of Chicago. 

“I graduated from Pratt. Institute and 
then came to Chicago to begin my pren- 
tice work. One never really faces prej- 
udice until one begins to blaze a com- 
paratively new trail. It was new hes. 
The State of Illinois is one of six thng 
require an examination of all archi- 
tects before they can have a license tv 
do business. When I took my examina- 
tion I was one of 28 women out of 83 
who succeeded in passing the test. 

“My preparation for the work had to 
be made through my own efforts. My 
father was a clergyman, and, if I was 
to get dn education it must be by my 
own earning. I did anything from ped- 
Gling books to going into domestic serv- 
ice, to get my education at Pratt Insti- 
tute. When I first came to Chicago to 
begin my work, I made 90 calls upon as 
many architects before I could even get 
the chance to do office boy work in one 
of their offices, so great was the prej- 
udice against having a woman in their 
drafting rooms. They were extremely 
polite to me, but always it was the 
same story, ‘We can’t have a woman 
here. The men don’t want it.’ Finally 
I got a chance to go into an office for 
an week. I was willing to do anything 
for the experience of work in an offico 
of this kind. At the end of the week the 
man said that, as there was not enough 
to do he would have to let me go. 


“I’ve nothing here for you to do,’ he 
said. ‘My wife really needs someone 
more to help her ‘clean up her pantry.’ 


- “T was not to be put off in that 
way, so I said, ‘I'll go and help her.’ 
I did. And I stayed on at that office, 
too. One who is*going to succeed in 
this work must be willing to put 
away every bit of pride she ever had, 
and do anything that is respectable to 
win out. 


After working for a time in differ- 
ent offices, I discovered that I would 
stand a better chance of getting a 
permanent place if I knew stenogra- 
phy, so I studied evenings and soon 
got a position. I often could hold a 
position in such offices, because I 
would be the only one in the offica 
who understood stenography, and so 
they had to keep me.” 


When.Miss Martini could no longer 
find this work, she took a position as 
typist in the Woman’s Industrial 
League, and later kept accounts for 
them, proving her accuracy in hand- 
ling figures. Just at this juncture, 
Three 
months she worked in architects’ of- 
fices on the Continent, and three 
months she traveled. 

Of this experience, Miss Martini 
said: “I found that the six months 
wave me just the broadening I need- 
ed: In Europe; éverything has the 
advantage of centuries of beauty and- 
art.

put closets and how to arrange things 
to save steps. Women have to do the 
work of houses, and I cannot help fee!- 


ing that they are the logical planners of | 


houses. 

“Three years ago I went into business 
for myself. Yes, it required courage; 
everything worth while does. I had 
enly 2% cents left after putting in my 
meager furnishings; one needs few arti- 
cles.of furniture for an architect's of- 
fice~—a good table, a desk, perhaps, and 
a-:chair or two. I had my tools, of 
course; one has to have them even to 
work in ancther architect’s office. Yes, 
with all the effort it took to overcome 
prejudice against a woman in an archi- 
tect’s office, I feel it was worth it all. 
You see, if a woman is going into this 
rrofession she must not be afraid of any- 
thing. Shc must be willing to make any 
sacrifice, do’'any kind of work just to get 
a chance for the experience that comes 
of several years in a good architect's 
office.. If one keeps at it, there will al- 
Ways be f.und someone who is large 
enough in vision to give a woman 3 
chance. I found the architects most 
pleasant. !t has been worth all the 
struggle, for the work is delightful. 

‘“T have %c trouble in dealing with con- 
tractors. ‘n fact, they are very courte- 
ous with me, and there seems to be no 
prejudice among them against working 
out a woman’s ideas. The place where I 
have to meet prejudice is among the 
people who want to build. But that can 
be overcome through good work. I never 
have gone after work, for I do not be- 
lieve that it pays. I got my first work 
through an article about my business, in 
a magazine. After I had been given a 
chance to prove what I could do, the 
rest took care of itself. 

‘The greatest competitors of an archi- 
tect are the cheap contractors with 
stock plans. Now, the ideal work in 
building is to convince people that 
houses, like dresses, should be made to 
fit the people who are to live in them, 
and the occupations which they follow. 
It is obvious that no two could be alike, 
if they followed true art ideals. It wil: 
require patience and education to bring 
people to feel this need of individuality 
in homes, as also it has taken a long 
educational campaign to teach people in- 
dividuality in dress. The stock houses 
are really not cheaper in the long run. 
So often you hear women say: ‘I planned 
this whole house; all the architect did 
was to draw it up.’ How little such a 
ene knows what the architect had to do 
for her! The ideas are often all wrong 
technically, and have to be corrected. 
Often the customer does not even know 
that her ideas, when the plans are com- 
pleted, are not her own at all, but have 
been all changed by the architect into 
such improved conditions that she 1s 
much better pleaséd than she would 
have been with her own. Only an artist, 
trained in line and proportion, knows 
how to plan a house. Some day houses 
are going to be artistically correct in 
every way, because idealism is going to 
triumph in hcme making inside and out- 
side, and woman is going to have a large 
part in these triumphs of art.”

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Old Time Candle Maker 


and electricity take so large a place 

in the lighting of the world, there 
is danger that the tallow dips of our 
grandmothers may be forgotten. Candl« 
making was the great housekeeping 
event of the fall of the year. The light 
and cheer o: the long winter evenings 
in every home of Brampton depended 
upon the candles which the frugal 
housewives made and stored away in 
boxes for the use of the family. 

What a day is was for the children 
when the great brass kettle was 
brought gut and hung upon the crane 
in the huge fireplace, where the great 
logs were crackling and the blaze was 
ascending through a chimney as large 
as some modern rooms. Before the 
dawn of the day the whole family were 
astir, writes Mary B. Claflin (adapted in 
the Edson-Laing Readers, Book Four). 
The great fire was lighted, the frugal 
breakfast was eaten and the children 
were all excitement. 

The kettle was partly filled with 
water and when this was hot cakes of 
tallow were broken up and thrown irfto 
the water to melt and float upon the 
top. It was never settled to the satis- 
faction of the candle makers which 
was better for giving hardness and 
consistency to the candles—beeswax or 
bayberry tallow. 

The wicks had been cut the evening 
before, dipped in saltpeter and twisted 
over wooden rods, which were kept 
from year to year, tied in bunches and 
‘aid up above the great beams in the 
kitchen. These rods were placed on tw» 
poles, supported by chairs, and were 
few or many, according to the number 
of candles to be made. Each rod held 
six or eight wicks and the wicks were 
two or three inches apart. 

The kettle was taken from the 
and set down near the poles.

[ these days when kerosene, gas 
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was ready. Mrs. Jones, wearing 4 
scant gown covered with a ~ blue- 
checked apron and looking very happy, 
took her seat on a flag-bottomed, high- 
backed chair beside the rods and began 


to work. 


Beginning with the rod at her right 
hand, she lipped the wicks deftly into 
the kettle and watched carefully to see 
that each wick hung ctraight and clear 
of the others; and so she went down the 
line. By the time the last rod was 
reached the wicks on the first rod were 
cool and ready for another dipping. 

The process was repeated until the- 
slow-growing candles had attained the 
proper size. Meanwhile, the kettle had

were always several rods filled with 
tiny candles to be given to the children 
as rewards of merit.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, July 6.—Blind himself, and 
head of the British National Institute, 
devoted principally to men blinded in 
the war, Sir C. Arthur Pearson of Lon- 
don‘ was recently 2 most. interesting 
visitor at the British front. His en- 
thusiasm for all he “saw” was wun- 
bounded, and he deciared he would take 
back to the sightless men at home new 
words of encouragement as to how 
“their’’ army was carrying on. 

Sir Arthur climbed the Vimy Ridge, 
and to his great delight some German 
shells broke so close they splashed him 
with mud and the party had to take 
temporary refuge in a dugout. 

“A man doesn’t have to see to know 
when. to duck, does he?” laughed Sir 
Arthur in relating the incident that 
night. “I also find,” he added, ‘that 
it doesn’t take long to know when 
they are going and when they are 
coming.’’ 

That is always a great source of 6f- 
tertainment to visitors in the fighting 
zone.. At first the shells that are going 
over from the British guns swish along 
through the sullen air with a noifke 
that is quite startling enough, but the 
sightseer “fortunate” enough to wear a 
German missile ‘‘coming in’’ goon finds 
it sings a somewhat different song. Sir 
Arthur aptly described it. 

“Our shells,” he -gaid, “go with a 
bang and a whiz; the Germans come 
over with a whiz and a bang. It all 
depends upon the position of the whiz.”’ 

Work of Guns Impressing: 

Sir Arthur was deeply impressed by 
the work of the guns. He remained 
with some of the batteries for a long 
time and listened to their noisy mut- 
terings with a keen’ appreciation of all 
that was going on about him. He was 
always to be remembered by the sol- 
diers on this front as their ever-cheerful 
companions of trench and battle flelds. 
Trudging over some of the older bat- 
tlefields of the Somme, walking through 
the trenches and standing in the high- 
er places where the panorama of battle 
spread below him, Sir Arthur drank 
in the atmosphere of the war—the 
meaning of it all. He “saw” the 


he stood outside a prison cage 
and visualized the round-capped Ger- 


He asked a guard if any of the prison- 
ers ever attempted to escape. 

“Escape, sir?’ replied the old Ser- 
geant; ‘‘why, sir, you couldn‘t drive ‘em 
away; they lIike being prisoners, air, 
they does.” 

The ruined cities of the Somme, Ba- 
paume and Peronne affected: Sir Ar- 
thur deeply. — 

“I wish the whole world—all but the 
Germans who already know what they 
have done—could come. and stand in 
the grand squares of these cities as I 
did today,’’ he exclaimed, “‘and see and 
feel, the desolation and the wanton de- 
struction. They are ghost-like, these 
cities of the dead. I knew them on 
motor trips in other days, when they 
were alive and I could see, and I could 
picture the scene today as if I were 
looking at a painting. The Germans 
will find, however, the day of reckon- 
ing is mear at hand. I shall take back 
words of great cheer to the men at St. 
Dunstan’s.”’ 

Entertained by officers of all ranks, 
Sir Arthur declared his days and nights 
at the front had been filled to over- 
flowing. No visitor ever followed the 
workings of the vast British army ma- 
chine with quicker, keener apprecia- | 
tion and understanding than he. He 
find in the army a 
similar interest and appreciation !n the 
work at St. Dunstan’s for the blinded 
soldiers and sailors. 

Help Men to Help Themselves. 

Sir Arthur told of the resentment he 
felt when unthinking people referred 
to St. Dunstan’s as a “home” for the 
blind, as if the blind were to be seg- 
regated there for the rest of their days. 

“It is not a home for the blind,” he 
protested, ‘‘and I do not believe in 
‘homes’ for the blind. St. Dunstan’s ts 


see are helped to equip themselves to 
retake their places in the ordinary 
walks and affairs of life. Often despon- 
dent at first, they are set some simplo 
task and when they find how easily it 
is done, a spirit of regeneration seems 
to come over them. They catch the 
spirit of accomplishment and thereafter 
nothing is too rreat for them to at- 
tempt. 

“One of the most despondent men 
with whom we have to deal was a 
blinded ‘Tommy,’ who had been a sort 
of steamfitter, or house heating expert. 
None of the ordinary trades appealed to 
him and he felt as if he were altogether 
done for. Suddenly I asked him how 
he would like to go back to his old job. 
He shook his nead sadly. It couldn't 
be done. I told him we would see about 
that. I wrote to his .old firm, and one 
of the partners came to see me. I asked 


was assured the firm would like to do 
so, but they could not see how a blind 
man could fill any post in their busi- 
ness. I obtained a promise, however. 
that if I could. assist the soldier to such 
an extent that [ felt he was entitled to 
a trial they would do so. 

“T immediately sent for all the avai 
fable text books on house heating 
could find. I even got two volumes 
from America. The end of the story is 
very simple. I had a letter from the 
firm a few days ago saying ‘Tommy 
was receiving nearly double his old sa.- 
ary, was of more value to them than h- 
had ever been, or, they believed, eve:
